COMMITTEE'S REP OUT. 



THE BROOKLYN HOLACAUST. 

Vivid Descriptions. 

A tall stout man, who saiil bo was 
trackman, gave a very vivid descrip- 
tion of tho Bcene when tho uproar be- 
gan. Ho said: 1 was seated in the 
uislo about the middle of the gallery, 
and three or four seats from the front. 
I never saw anything like it. All the 
people in tho gallery seemed to be 

owdiug on top of ono another. There 
were men who seemed perfectly frantic. 
Tho yells and shrieks 1 shall never 
forget to my dying day. "My wife is 
clown stairs;" One man cried out, 
"Let me got her out. We are all safe 
if you'll only be orderly." At tho 
same time, however, ho was making 
most strenuous efforts to get through 
tho throng. Tho weakest went down 
one after another and the strongest 
rushed recklessly over them. I could 
actually hear the bones cracking as 
men jumped on the writhing, struggling 
and helpless mass beneath them. Tho 
cries that ascended ninnl the uproar 

. wero heartrending. "My God, have 
mercy on me," ono voico repeated sev- 
eral times. One man managed to 
crawl from a heap of prostrate bodies, 
but the struggling throng rushed 
against him and ho spun around to- 
wards me and fell almost at my feet. I 
tried to lift him, but ho gro ined once 
or twice and gave a few gasps and all 
was over. When I saw it was fo be 
life or death, I made for the door. All 

1 have been tolling took place in a few 
seconds, but there is a picture on mv 
mind I could not paint. When I got 
I walked over bodies throe or four 
deep. 

Philip Munser was among the very 
last to get out of tho gallery. He gives 
the following account of the calamity. I 
got in from the row near tue stago. 
I saw tho tiro from the very first. As 
I looked up to the gallery, the scene 
was the most terrific one could con- 
ceive. Men and hoys were tearing, 
one over another, and the shrieks and 
oaths wero awfui. One. man clamb- 
ered up the heap and was spun round 
on the heads of thethrong, and ho was 
flung with a crash I could distinctly 
hear against tho back of the gallery. 
Every one to himself, and men seoined 
to become wild beasts. They wero 
thrusting and tearing one another with 
their hands, and worse than that, as I 
will tell you directly. Seats wero till- 
ed with prostrate human beings, and 
as successful strugglers forced their 
way over gasping foims that lay all 
around, others, who had been crushed 
to insensibility, fell as they lost the 
support of tho living. There was 
nothing for it but for myself and somo 
others who had waited to walk over tho 
piles of bodies on the floor. They were 
* slippery with blood. Hands and feet 
wore protruded hero and there, which 
showed that life was still in some of 
them. I3y this time the smoke was 
dense, and tho rush and shouting from 
the lower part of tho house was terri- 
ble. I an J somo others managed to 
get to tho stairway, and wo went down 
in a mass — how I couldn't tell you. 
This I havobeen describing took place 
iu loss than two ninutes. One man 
who got out in the crowd just before 
mo showed mo his arm, which had 
been bittou almost to tho bono. 

What are accepted as tho bodies of 
tho two actors are simply two black 
cinders. Around the trunk of one was 
a sooted and scorched buckskin under - 
shirt, and beside the other was n pieco 
of braid, apparently portions of a stage 
dress. It is feared that when a careful 
search is made in the auditorium the 
bodies of a good many men who leaped 
in their frenzy from tho gallery will bo 
discovered. 

Tho "Times" says Fire Marshal 
Kennedy, who has made an exhaustive 
examination of tho circumstances at- 
tending tho lire, is of opinion that at 
least 1150 persons perished in tho 
flames. 

New York; Deo. 8. —Brooklyn is liter- 
ally walking in the valley of tho shadow of 
death. Funerals of Buch of tho victims 
of tho disaster as have been identified is 
taking place, and through tbe streets in 
every part of tho oity hearses aro moving 
lioaring remains to the cemeteries. About 
35 men aro at work on tho ruins, and it, 
in hoped the full extent, of the calamity 
will bo definitely ascertuiuod within tho 
noxt 24 hours. Tin y have not succeeded 
in uncovering the di osa circle, and it is 
therefore still uncertain how many, if 
any, of tho Bpqot itors in it perished. Ono 
rnoro body was found this morning in tho 
pnrquotto.

Which sum shows that a stono of 10 lb. 
cau be produced by the Leathers' patent- 
ed process for about 12 1-10 cents. 

Chargeable against the artificial stone 
would be the cost of moulds, but any 
number can bo moulded by the same pat- 
tern. 

By information obtained from a skilled 
workman the sub-committee believe that 
it would cost live dollars and a half to cut 
and linish from natural sand stono one 
of like size and ornamentation to the one 
made by Mr. Leathers costing 12 1 10 
cents.

SANITARY. 



TLo sanitary condition of our City 
was never ho bail as now. Filthy 
streets and gutters; dirty back premi- 
ses; private houses and hotels discharg- 
ing kitchen slops into the most fre- 
quented thoroughfares; the emptyings 
of .watorclosots deposited to till up 
town-lots below the streot-grado; the 
Indian and Chinese quarters given up 
to smallpox; ton infected whitos un- 
dergoing treatment in various parts of 
tho town; and the pesthouso nurses 
allowed to mix frooly with the citizens 
in barrooms and on tho public streets. 
An encouraging picture, is it not ? "An 
ouuco of prevention is worth a pound 
of euro." When tho lato Mayor Lewis 
was in office ho twice met tho disease 
at the threshold of the City and drove 
it back. It did not get a foothold 
within tho City limits because ho did 
not suil'or a man who had anything to 
do with the quarantine to cross tho 
boundary line. He kept tho streets 
clean, caused back premises to bo puri- 
fied and looked vigilantly after tho sani- 
tary couditiou of tho City. His policy 
saved scores of lives. And he effected all 
this with a revenue soarcoly one-fourth as 
largo as tho revenue of tho City at tho 
present time, when a single intelligent 
effort is not being put forth to abate 
nuisancesjor prevent tho spread of dis- 
ease Shopkeepers suffer from tho nog- 
1 of duty of the Board of Health by tho 
falling off in trade. House-holders suffer 
from the desertion of their premises by 
tenants. Hotelkeepers grumble because 
tho number of visitors from abroad is 
decreasing. In fact, every interest is ail- 
but paralyzed by a few men with unlimit- 
ed funds at their command who lack tho 
energy or ability to carefully expend 
them. There are wretches in tho 
community who would fatten in pocket if 
tho contagion were to invade every house- 
hold. Not many days ago tho corpse of a 
squaw was entrusted to two men to bury. 
Having previously stripped the body they 
tossed into the sea off Beacon Hill, where 
it was washed ashoro at tho Killo Butts. 
The blankets and clothing taken from tho 
corp :o they pawned to a broker on Gov- 
ernment street! A week ago a man was 
given a bottlo of brandy and some money 
to bury another Indian woman that had 
died of tho dread disease. Ho put tho 
money in his pocket, tho contents of the 
bottlo beneath his waistcoat and deposited 
tho corpse in front of a gentleman's house 
on Pandora Avenue. Ouo of tho nursos 
at the pesthouso is said to own a big dog 
that comos daily to town — perhaps to dis- 
seminate tho disease and maintain his 
master m constant-employment. 

These are facts that aro patent to tho 
Board of Health and nothing is done to 
punish the infractors or destroy tho in- 
teresting canine. Every Wednesday night 
tho City Council resolves itself into secret 
session on sanitary matters. A great air 
of mystery enshrouds their movements; 
but no good results have flowed from 
them. Now, something has got to be 
done to abate nuisances, clean tho streets, 
and stamp out tho disease. Prompt, en- 
ergetic sanitary measures must bo adopt- 
ed by tho Board of Health, or tho people 
will form a Vigilance Committee to attend 
to the too-iong neglected duty.

■Wednesday, Dec. 13th. 

His Worship (ho Mayor took tho Chair 
at 8:15, a full Council beinff present. 

A couiinuuieutiou was read from James 
"Vauce asking for permission to work out 
his taxes on tho streets. 
. Coun. Gosnell inoveil that the Streot 
Couimittoo should give the applicant 
■work and that he should, on receiving his 
pay, hand over tho required amount to 
the Collector. Curried. 

Communication from Jno. Wilson, com- 
plaining of cattle which wove wandering 
uhout and dostroying his fences and fruit- 
troos on Simooo street. Received and filed, 

I'rom C. J. Clark, asking permission to 
out a drain. Granted. 

From J. H. King complaining of water 
on his land. 

Permission was granted Mr. King to 
out a drain, aud to tho Street Committee 
to put down a box-drain on Cook street 
to carry the water oil'. 

From L. B. Meakie, surgeon on board 
tho steamer City of Panama, stating that 
tho crow and passengers were nil in good 
health. Received and tiled. 

The Mayor said that complaints had 
boon made to him of the state of the 
stroets, particularly of the crossings lead- 
ing to the Banks and Postoflico. 

Coun. Williams said he was glad that 
His Worship had his eye opened to those 
things, and moved that tho Street Com- 
mittee instruct Air Dewsflap to take three 
men aud attend to the matter at once. 
Carried. 

Coun. Williams said that a lamp was 
required at tho corner of Herald and 
Government streets. Tho sidewalk thoro 
was much higher than the roadway and was 
dangerous; also, the there was a church 
in that neighborhood and a lamp was ro- 
quirod to light those who attended it. 
Ho moved that tho said lamp bo erected. 

Coun. Gosnell seconded it. 

Conn. Marvin was astonished at the as- 
surance of tho Councillors from Johnson 
Btreet Ward. They had had four lamps 
put up this fall. He would move as an 
amendment that Wharf street be cleaned. 
Ho thought the so-called church was an 
Indian school never open at night; in 
fact, ho thought it was shut up except 
when Brother Gosnell went down there 
to hold forth. (Laughter.) 

Coun. Allot t considered it would bo 
better to put up a lamp on Dallas Road. 

His Worship said tho motion to erect a 
lamp on Herald street wns made and so- 
ooudod and was about to put tho <iuostiou 
when— 

Coun. Williams objocted to tho strio- 
turos of Coun. Marvin, and a long wran- 
gle ensued, during which Conn. Marvin 
roforrod to a motion lately passed for- 
bidding any further expenditure of mo- 
ney and declarod it would bo necessary to 
rescind it boforo tho lamp could bo erect- 
ed. 

Coun. Williams said the lamp would 
only cost g-t a month; hut for his part he 
was ready to move for tho rescinding of 
the motion. 

Coun. Gosnell was ready to second this. 

Conn. Marvin objected to tho plan of 
bargaining between Councillors to help 
ono another carry this or that measure. 
He wished to see such ouly as were 
necessary carried, and thon only if the 
the city could pay for them. 

After further discussion Coun. Wil- 
liams' motion was carried on condition 
that a lamp was also erected on Dallas 
road as soon as tho mains woro laid there. 

Coun. Gowon asked if there was any 
communication from Messrs. Lowenborg 
or Hamley relating to a drain at tho bot- 
tom of Fort street, and the Cleric not pro- 
ducing any, Coun. Gowon read a letter 
which ho had received on tho subject 
naking that tho drain bo sunk to connect 
with that already made there. 

The Mayor said that ho and tho City 
City Surveyor had held a conversation 
on tho subject with Mr. Hamley in which 
his Worship had accused that gentleman 
of desiring to get his property drained at 
thoexponso of tho city.

Tho motion was partially defeated by 
Coun. Trounce, who brought forward sov- 
oral objections, tho principal one, which 
vras also supported by Coun. Marvin, be- 
ing that 24 hours notice of such a 
resolution would be accessary, and 
eventually tho question was laid over 
for ouo week and a committee of throe 
Consisting of Councillors Gowon, Alhitt 
and Williams appointed to consult in tho 
meanwhile with Mr. Monk on tho terms 
on which ho would part with the pipes.

THE FENIAN SCARE. 



The Pacific Coast Irish will not Invade 
British Columbia. 



ft having been stated in a dispatch from 
Victoria that preparations nro being made 
to strengthen the defences of British Col- 
umbia, in anticipation of a Fenian raid 
over the borders, aCuoNicm-: reporter im- 
mediately started after some "Head Cen- 
tres" to ascertain whether any such Quix- 
otic expedition is really contemplated. 

The first man ho cornered woa Jiul^o 
Cooney. "Are tho Irish Nationalists 
contemplating the capture of British Co- 
lumbia V" was the reporter's first ques 
tion. 

"To tho best of my knowledge and be- 
lief," replied Mr. Coonby, "the Irish Na- 
tionalists haven't lost their wits. Their 
object is the liberation of Ireland, and 1 
can't sco bow that is to bo accomplished 
by tho capture of a God-forsaken country 
like British Columbia, whero nothing 
grows but ieo and canned salmon. Wo 
wouldn't take the place as a gift, much 
loss go there and steal it. Tho idea is 
absurd; but if tho Britishers wont to give 
employment to a large number of men in 
building fortifications, it is a good thing 
and they ought to be allowed to go on. If 
the scare will do the laborers thoro any 
good, it is best to let the Government 
continue Under tho delusion that the Irish 
are coming down on them like the wolf 
on the fold." 

Captain Flannigan also stated positive- 
ly that no suoh movement is on foot in 
this city, and that if the Irish intended to 
make any warlike demonstrations, tho 
field of operations would certainly not bo 
British Columbia, w hich would be of no 
use to them even if they succeeded in tak- 
ing it. He thought that tho Columbian 
Government never anticipated any suoh 
raid, but were simply using it as an ex- 
cuse for strengthening the defences, iu 
preparation for a struggle with Russia.— 
Sdi Pi-ancisco Chronicle.

EUROPE. 

Paiuh, Dec. 12. —It is believed that 
President MticMuIion has abandoned 
the idea of trying to satisfy the de- 
mands of tho left and the formation of 
a cabinet from the right is probable. 

London, Dec. 12.— A dispatch to tho 
'Times' says tho left who have evident- 
ly boeu driven further than they in- 
tended have entered upon a purely re- 
volutionary path which is yet in com- 
plete conformity with the settlod 
program mo of the loft. Tho left also 
insists on selecting the Ministers cf 
War, Interior and Justice. In this 
connection it is noticeable that Presi- 
dent MacMahou at Saturday's Cabinet 
Council said, "I will never consent to 
part with tho War Minister. I will not 
give up tho Army and its organizations 
which are tho Bocurity of tho country 
to the protest of politicians which might 
at any moment overturn what has just 
boon dono and compromise the coun- 
try's rocovovy. 

Paiub, Dec. 12. — Dufauro wroto a 
lottor definitely declining to form a 
cabinet in view of tho doadlock and 
menacing attitude of tho loft. It is 
possible that tho President will take a 
cabinet which would engage in a con- 
fliofc with tho cbainbor of doputios, re- 
lying on tho majority iu tho Senate. 
In tho chnmbor yesterday evening M. 
Bourdon charged tho left with striving 
to overthrow MacMahou and the Sen- 
ate. 

London, Dec. 12. — The 'Post' says it 
is reported there will be a fresh exodus 
from Russia of Meiiiionites, 50,000 of 
whom desiro to settle either iu Brazil 
or the United States. 

San Skuastian, Dec. 11. — General 
Quesada has ordered tho Basque Pro- 
vinces to pay 18,500,000 reals for the 
maintenance of the army of occupation. 
Deputations refuse, alleging the inabil- 
ity of tho peoplo to raiso the amount. 
Great oxcitement prevails. 

EASTERN STATES 

New Yoiik, Dec. 12. — Tho Aspinwall 
steamer brings the following 
from Panama. Tho gentlemen 
whom tho civil international socioty 
appointed to survey the Paya aud 
Galenia route for an Inter- Oceanic 
Canal arrived at Aspinwall and wero 
making preparations to commence tho 
survey as soon as the dry soason sots 
in. Tho oxplonng party comprises 
representatives from all tho principal 
countries of Europe except Germany. 

New York, Doc. 11. — Tho 'Tribuno's 
Columbia special says. Full particulars 
of an attempt to bribe Senator Nash to 
vote for Tilden are promisod in a few 
days. The namo of a prominent lawyer, 
Smith Weed, and President of tho 
Railroad, aro mentioned in connection 
with this matter. In the Senate to- 
day Nash said General Hampton said 
to me that ho had three times saved 
the life of Chamberlain and he lives 
because of his forbearance. He thought 
Hampton must have forgotteD this 
whou ho wroto his present card. 

Cuicaoo, Dec. 12. — Tho 'Times' 
Washington special says tho Demo- 
crats had dismal caucuses to-day. They 
having apparently concluded that tho 
President intends to inaugurato 
Hayes and realizing that whatever 
means there may bo to prevent him 
have not yet been developed. A prom- 
inent Democrat says thero is great dis- 
satisfaction among Democratic mem- 
bers at Hewitt's inotheiotit leadership 
in tho House. Senator Cameron to- 
day stated bethought tho present dif- 
ficulties would bo peacefully adjusted 
and Hayes inaugurated. 

Chicago, Dee. 12. — Yesterday morn- 
ing's papers published a paper, which 
created great excitement horo, pur- 
porting to bo issued by tho National 
YeteraiiReforni Asssciation and addres- 
sed to Gen. Sherman, boing signed by 
Geu. Corse and Dan Cameron of this 
city. It sots forth that a dark conspir- 
acy against tho nation's liberties is 
alloat, and that a military forco will 
bo used to hold tho Government. 
Papers say tho signers are in earnoHt 
and will tight if Tilden is not declared 
President. It declares thoro will bo 
fighting and tho army, if it opposes 
tho will of the people, must lay down 
its arms. 

Gen Corso, in a lottor to tho Chicago 
'Tribune' repudiates thin document, 
saying it was published Without his 
knowledge, without authority of the 
association and in opon violation of 
hiB orders. 

Nbw York, Dec. 12. — Morriasoy and 
other stakeholders aro still paying back 
pools and declaring all hots off. There 
is some diasatisaction with him for wait- 
ing until the election of Hayes is assured 
and of charging commissions. 

Washington, Deo. 12. — Tho National 
Republican to-day publishes a long special 
dispatch from Salem, charging that Gro- 
ver secured his Senatorial oloction by 
tho lavish uso of monoy furnished by 
two Portland brokers, and that ho agreed 
to giveOr'onin u certiticato as Presidential 
elector in consideration of Gronin and 
ot'nur friends of Nesniith agreeing not to 
exposo this alleged bribery, as thoy had 
publicly threatened. 

St. Louis, Mo., Dec. 12.— Mrs. Julia 
Banieros, wellkn'own in art circles as a 
portrait painter, fell from tho roof of hor 
house through tho skylight this morning 
and was instantly killed. 

New YoitKjDec. 13, — Six thousand dol- 
lars has been contributed in Brooklyn for 
tho relief of suil'erers by the reeont lire. 

New Youk, Dec. 12.— Mayor Shroodor 
has called a meeting of tho different re- 
lief committees to tales action in regard 
to persona who havo been deprived of 
their support by tho Brooklyn thoatro 
lire, aud suggests that ladios should visit 
tho houses of sufferers and ask that a col- 
lection bo takoii up in tho ohurohou next 
Sunday.
